PLAYING in an FA Cup tie is every 
player’s dream and the recent visit 
of Kevin Keegan as Blacktown 
City’s guest player certainly stir- 
red one player’s memory. 


Former St 
George defender 
Dave Rylands may 
not be in the NSL 
limelight at the 
moment but he’s 
certainly enjoyed 
the rewards of 
playing for one of 
the world’s greatest 
clubs. 


Rylands enjoyed a 
relatively successful 
seven-year stint with 
Liverpool. 

Signed as a 15-year- 
old apprentice after 
leaving school, Ry- 
lands had the rare 
opportunity of playing 
with some of Eng- 
land's greatest 
players. 

“[ had a great time 
at Liverpool. Nothing 
beat’s being a full- 
time player,” Rylands 
said. 


“One player who 
stood out like a 
beacon as soon as he 
joined the club was 
Kevin Keegan. 

“He was down to 
earth and had plenty 
of time for everyone. 


“On the field he did 
the unconventional 
things which Liver- 
pool never taught its 
players. 

“When he made it in 
the First Division side, 
many of the opposing 
defenders couldn't 
cope with the different

game, Rylands 
added.

But what of some of 
the other great stars 
Rylands played and 
trained with during 
his time with the club 
from 1968 to 1974? 

“Tt was a golden era 
for Liverpool, It was 
an unbelievable fecl- 
ing when you mingled 
with, guys like Jimmy 
Case, Phil Thompson, 
Colin Irwin, Roy 
Evans, Ian St John, 
Peter Thompson, 
Emyin Hughes, Ray 
Clemence and of 
course Keegan. 

“When I joined the 
club, I started playing 
in the youth sides and 
then was promoted to 
the reserves at 16. 


“Many of the play- 
ers were either in the 
reserves or had 
cemented their places 
in the first team.” 

Rylands spent most 
of his time at Liver- 
pool in the reserves 
and was coached by 
current Liverpool 
manager Joe Fagan. 

“Fagan was really 
good with the kids,” 
Rylands said. 

“When I played in 
the Central League, 
which was the reserve 
team competition, 
Liverpool won it four 


years in a row under 
Fagan.” 


LEVELLER 


Rylands had his 
greatest moment in 
soccer during the 1973- 
74 season. 

“I'd spent a few 
games on the bench 
during a few of the 
European and EUFA 
Cup games and I was 
getting close to first 
team selection. 

“T played in a FA 
Cup tie against 
Newcastle, which we 
won 3-0, and then I 
had the opportunity of 
linking up with 
Keegan in a FA Cup 
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third round match 
against Doncaster. 

“We were first in the 
Leaue and they were 
at the bottom of the 
Fourth Division. It was 
a great leveller. 

‘“‘We drew 2-2 at 
Anfield before a crowd 
of 38,000 and KK 
scored both goals. 

“We didn’t have any 
trouble beating them 
in the replay,’’ Ry- 
lands added. 

Disaster struck Ry- 
lands midway through 
the 1974-75 season he 
was sold to Hereford 
for 20,000 pounds. 

“Bob Paisley took 
over that season and 


offered me a new con- 
tract at the same time 
as the Hereford bid. 

“They offered me 
5,000 pounds sign-on 
and wages and, with 
my imminent. mar- 
riage and the difficul- 
ty of trying to get in 
the Liverpool first 
team, I decided to 
make a move.” 


FIERCE 


But that move could 
have cost Rylands the 
chance to claim a reg- 
ular first team birth, 

The competition 
was fierce for the cen- 
tral defensive posi- 
tions. Phil Thompson, 
who Rylands played 
with the reserve team, 
broke a cartiliage a 
couple of weeks after 
he joined Hereford, 

“That was typical of 
my luck,"’ Rylands 
said. 

“When Shanks was 
in charge he wouldn't 
let any of the young 
pare go but when 
aisley took over he 
released about three 
or four. 


“That stopped when 
a couple of the players 
starred for other 
teams. 


“I should have gone 
on loan to Hereford. 
Paisley said I would 
have taken Thomp- 
son's place in the first 
team. 


“That would have 
given me a few weeks 
to consolidate a spot 
in the top grade,” Ry- 
lands said. 

After Hereford, Ry- 
lands joined Halifax 
and later the Oakland 
Stumpers in the North 
American Soccer 
League and then 
decided to make the 
move to Australia 
after being spotted by 
St George official Em- 
ery Nagy. 


DROPPED 


Rylands joined the 
club and played cen- 
tre-back during St 
George's successful 
but brief stint in the 
NSW State League in 
1981. 

The following year,

St George were back 
in the NSL but Rylands 
was dropped from the 
side in favour of new 
signings such as cur- 
rent Socceroo trio, 
Mike and John O'Shea 
and David Ratcliffe. 


In 1983 Rylands was 
transfer-listed for the 
exhorbitant amount of 
$15,000 and this was 
reduced to $10,000 the 
following year. 


Rylands ended up 
playing for NSW State 
League club Warring- 
ah Narrabeen on loan 
for half of the 1984 
season and this year 
he has been given a 
free-transfer by St 
George. 


“There’s a huge 
difference between 
the time I spent in 
England and the 
period I’ve spent in 
Australia,” he said, 

“It was disappoin- 
ting having such a 
huge transfer fee on 
my head and not 
being able to try and 
play for another NSL 
club,”

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ROY COX, manager of the New Zealand 
Women's Football Association, has been 
reappointed to that position for a further 
three years. 


I spoke with Roy by phone and he made a few 
interesting points about our women’s soccer. 

The humorous, fun-loving Cox said: “It looks 
like New Zealand will host the next Oceania 
Cup in March. 

"as you probably know, the New Zealand 
women’s team cannot travel overseas next 
October during the men's World Cup qualifying 
matches. 

“We have been invited to Fiji in November or 
to attend an Asian tournament in the Philip- 
pines.” 

Cox, 49, was born in London and played for 
Queens Park Rangers, Dartford and Brentford 
as an outside-left before migrating to New 
Zealand. 

He is married to Barbara, who captained NZ 
last December in Taiwan during the World 
‘Women’s tournament. 

She was a tower of strength for the “black and 
whites’’ with her great experience and good 
solid play. 

Barbara played centre-back or sweeper, but 
she never shirked the chance to push up into 
midfield whenever the. occasion called for. 

Roy also played in a semi-professional 
league made up of business houses such as the 
Ford Team and scored 77 goals — a record which 
still stands. . 

“T must give credit to Australia for creating 
the position of national executive director. From 
what we read over here the AWSA has made a 
very fine choice in appointing Keith Gilmour,” 
said Roy. 

“We must organise a tournament here and try 
to get countries such as Japan, Taiwan, Hong 
Kong and West Germany. 

“Pm sure Australia feels the same way and 
must be sick and tired of playing against each 
other. 

“As far as our national team is concerned, we 
go into a brief camp prior to leaving for 
‘overseas. 

“Tt am responsible for fund-raising but we are 
to receive some government subsidies in the 
near future. 

“We also have some clinics operating for

younger players to learn the code correctly.” 

Cox is a little critical of some of the Aus- 

tralian national team players. 
"He said: “From the squad I saw last December 
in Taiwan, I felt that some of your senior players 
are still in the national team only because of 
their reputation and not on form. 

“T think Australia made an error there and it 
probably was one of the ‘reasons for dropping 
points against Japan and the two Taiwanese 
teams.” 

When I told Roy that Australia was consider- 
ing inviting Italy here towards the end of the 
year and would he be interested in bringing his 
NZ team across, he replied: “Well, I don’t know. 
We still haven't been officially notified.” 

But rest assured, if the AWSA does succeed in 
bringing out Italy and possibly Japan or 
Taiwan, Roy Cox's New Zealand side would be 
here in a flash. Nothing pleases New Zealand 
more than a challenge.

Needless to say, 
Barbara has done a 
good job as a mother, 
proof being that she 
has both her daugh- 
ters playing in the Mt 
Wellington squad. 

Tt seems its a family 
affair, but far from it. 

Despite Barbara's 
age of 38 years, when 
most other players 
have long hung up 
their boots, this attrac- 
tive blonde centre- 
back is playing better 
than ever. 

I first met the 5’4” 
athletic-looking Bar- 
bara at the inaugural 
Oceania Cup tourna- 
ment in New Caledo- 
nia in 1983. 

Her husband’s 
national squad defe- 
ated Australia 3-2 in 
the final, but Barbara 
didn’t play there be- 
cause, most surpr 
singly, she had mis- 
sed selection by her 
husband. 

But that did not 
discourage Barbara’s 
international football 
ambitions. 

She fought through 
club soccer to win 
back a place in the 
New Zealand national 
squad and travelled to 
Taiwan last December 
for the World Women’s 
Invitational Tourna- 
ment. 

To say that she 
played well would be 
a gross understate- 
ment to say the least. 

Not only was she the 
“spine” of the New 
Zealand side, sup- 
plying solidarity, vi- 
sion and balance 
down the back, but 
skippered her team in 
a most professional 
manner. 

As well as being a 
top player for her club 
and national team, 
Barbara Cox has a 
strong administrative 
background. 

These are some of 
the positions she has 
held: from 1978 to 1985, 
secretary of the Aucl 
land Women’s FA; 
from 1979 to 1983, 
council member of the 
NZWEA; from 1979 to 
1985, control board 
member of the Auck- 
land FA. 

She also chaired 
two sub-committees 
and coached and 
served in public rela- 
tions during that time 
as well. 

‘And as a player? 

She first took up 
playing soccer at the 
tender age of 26, when 
most other girls are 
considering giving up 
the game. 

It took Barbara only 
two years before she 
captained New Zea- 
land to victory in the 
inaugural Asian Cup

In 1983 she missed 
selection for the natio- 
nal squad to compete 
in the first Oceania 
Cup, but her burning 
passion for the natio- 
nal side saw her 
travel with the squad 
to New Caledonia 
where I first met her. 

And for all the Aus- 
tralian girls who play- 
ed in this Cup tourna- 
ment at Noumea, New 
Zealand's No 9, Julie 
Hoge, is now married 
and is expecting her 
first child in three 
weeks time, Barbara 
tells me. 

Last year, Barbara 
again fought her way 
back into the New Zea- 
land side for the third 
WWIFT in Taiwan as 
skipper of the side. 

Summing up her 
football career, Bar- 
bara Cox has to her 
credit 23 full in- 


ternationals caps for 
New Zealand. 

She has represented 
Auckland since 1973 
and captained the 
team for the last seven 
years. 

She began her play- 
ing career as a striker, 
and gradually over 
the years moved back 
to centre-back or 
sweeper. 

In 1983 she was 
senior coach of Auck- 
land Under 19 B team, 
and last year obtained 


her Preliminary 
coaching badge. 
She was senior 


coach for Auckland 
Under 19s and Under 
21s, assistant coach 
for Mt Wellington and 
then obtained her NZ 
Intermediate coaching 
badge, thus making 
her the only woman in 
New Zealand to 
achieve such a qual- 
ification. 

Barbara’s main hob- 
bies (and you would 
think that soccer has 
drowned any other in- 
terests) are stamp-col- 
lecting, country and 
western and folk 
music, reading and of 
course travelling. 

We have not seen 
the last of Barbara 
Cox. Don’t be sur- 
prised if our Austra- 
lian strikers are con- 
fronted by this blonde, 
slender 8 stone 10 
pony-tailed centre- 
back next March in the 
second Oceania Cup 
tournament in New 
Zealand.

THURSDAY June 6 is deadline date for 
English soccer clubs to decide if they will 
accept the latest cash offer from televi- 


sion. 


Right now, the clubs 
are not in the mood for 
compromise. They 
claim TV is selling the 
game short and there 
will be no new deal 
unless TV substantial- 
ly increases its offer. 

A complete blackout 
of soccer, with televi- 
sion banned at all 
grounds, is in pros- 
pect.

$36,000,000 over the 
next four years. 

Now TV wants to 
negotiate a fee on an

Final. 

Moran and his team-mates were 
bitterly angry about that decision, 
which appeared far too harsh for 
the offence committed. 

The Irish centre-half could not 
believe it when the referee sent 
him off after a tackle involving 
Everton’s Peter Reid. 


Even Reid said later that the 
tackle should never have brought 
Moran's so-severe punishment. 

With Uhited reduced to 10 men 
and the Wembley turf having its 
traditional leg-weary effect on both 
teams, Everton looked the likely 
winners against their handicapped 
opponents.
